That I could do most 
anvthig within the bounds of reasun in this world 
that I wanted to—and I started right in that very 
minute to do it. The rest was a steady climb. It 
was not hard. TI soon had back friends, position, 
money, home, self-respect and prosperity. 

Thrice have T done this in my time, and made 
it stick.
